alignment for each alternate. 

In this next phase, the con- 
sultant will prepare 
preliminary. engineering plans 
for each alternate including 
specific right-of-way 
requirements, and construction 
cost estimates. 

The impact of each alternate 
on agriculture and urban 
development, the natural en- 
vironment and the socio- 
economic characteristics of the 
study area also will be 
evaluated. 

Not until all of these studies 
have been completed and a 
draft environmental impact 
statement has been prepared 
and distributed will the Illinois 
Department of Transportation 
make a decision on the final 
recommended location of the 
proposed highway. 

Prior to this decision, at least 
two mere public informational 
meetings and a design public 
hearing will be held within the 
study area. 

The next public informational 
meeting is scheduled for fall of 
this year, at which time the 
consultant will present details 
‘of all of the selected alternates. 

Among the details will be the 
specific placement of each 
alternative and the impact of 
each on homes, property and 
the surrounding physical 
features. -

Alley speed limit set 


An amended ordinance 
establishing a speed limit of 15 
miles per hour in all alleys in 
Granite City was enacted by the 
City Council last week following 
discussion on a bill that 
originally would have set the 
restriction in only three alleys. 

Some aldermen objected to 
adopting a measure setting a 
speed limit in several alleys 
without making the restriction 
uniform thi t the city. 
Others protested that it would 
be a long and expensive task to 
post speed limit signs in all 
alleys throughout the city. 

The ordinance originally 
came before the council on a 
request by Alderman Walter 
Nonn of the Fifth Ward. It 
specified a 15-mile-per-hour 
speed limit in alleys between 
20th and Denver streets, Denver 
and Cayuga streets, and 
Cayuga and W. 22nd streets, all 
in Nonn's ward. 


Nonn sgid he wanted the 
speed limit in these alleys 
because motorcyclists “are 
making a speedway out 
of them.’ He said the 
cyclists “‘are going crazy’ 
riding through the alleys at high 
speeds. 

The ordinance calling for the 
speed limit on the three alley 
sections was amended on a 
motion by Alderman Everett 
Morlen to include all alleys in 
the city.

Good wrappings key to 
successful food packing

Good wrappings and containrs 
keep frozen foods from drying 
out and losing food value, color 
and flavor, If you plan to pack 
foods for your freezer this 
summer, here are some tips 
you'll want to know about 

There are two types of 
packaging materials for 
freezing: rigid containers and 
nonrigid packaging materials. 

Rigid containers include 
those made of aluminum, glass, 
plastic, or heavily waxed 
cardboard. Nonrigid packaging 
materials include heavy 
aluminum foil, _ pliofilm, 
polyethylene, and laminated 

and bags. 

A good freezing container or 
other packaging material is 
moisture-vapor-proot to 

vent evaporation. Ordinary 
ysned Nenets, household 
aluminum foil and cartons 
designed for cottage cheese and 
ice cream are not sufficiently 
moisture-vapor-resistant —_ for 
foods to be frozen and held for

To prevent “freezer burn” 
use good-quality freezer 
packaging materials.

Rigid containers usually have 
lids that are pressed on or 
serewed on. If you use glass 
jars, seal them with a lid con- 
taining a sealing compound or 
use a lid and a rubber ring. 

Follow the manufacturers 
directions for sealing bags and 
other packaging materials

The Press-Record has editorially en- 
dorsed separation of the two Southern 
Minois Universities through creation of 
two governing boards, a proposal later 
passed by the Hinois House and Senate. 
Following are the views of the Collinsville 
Herald: 

STU-Edwardsville was launched as a 
child of SIU-Carbondale. The relationship 
helped both for a considerable time. 

But as the child matured and its dif- 
ferent thrust became more pronounced, 
the relationship became weaker and 
weaker. 

At first, faculties and curriculum and 
credits were interchangable. That is no 
longer the case. 

Urban, commuteroriented Fdwardsville 
has diverged from rural, residential Car 
bondate, The campuses are separated dy 
100 miles, 
oDespite this, the institution could have 
continued as a single university with Ow 
diverse campuses, awkward though it 
might have been on occasions, 

That wasnt what developed, though. 
What developed was essentially two 
separate universities with their own ad 
ministration, each operated by the same 

ngle board, but with a costly 
system staff superimposed over the pair, It 
was an administrative disaster plan, 

For that reason, we favored some drastic 
revision, 

We would have been reasonably con: 
tented with keeping the single university 
but wiping ont the system staff, letting the 
single board administer two separate 
universities that didn't necessarily Rave to 
suit the other, Not the best, perhaps, Dut 
workable 

Senator Sam Vadalabene, obviously

wardsville campus, succeeded in getting a 
complete split passed by the legislature. 
The governor should sign it, 

We have always thought a total 
separation was inevitable in the long run. 
Whether this was the time is now moot. 
Senator Sam convinced his colleagues it

‘iffy. If this split takes place, some ob- 
servers think other schools in other 
systems will lobby for separation. They 
don't think that is good. 


Tt has been our view that a variation of

_puses, with subordinate boards for each, 


That's a long way off, though, and the 
“iffy” splits are also just speculation, 
Walker can ignore them,

awkward, cumbersome, abrasive, hobbling 
before, it would be impossible from now

benefits and various tax waivers. 

Other Measures c money to im- 
plement — money to study this and to plan 
that. 

Reregistration of all voters in the state 
for example, is looked on as primarily a 


political: question, But it surely would 
require employment of more personnel in 
local election offices around the state, 
thereby raising government cost, 

Each group or special interest expects 
government to be responsive fo its appeal, 
What we as members of such groups must 
realize is that if we — allot us — get all our 
special interests satistied, we can expect 
other groups to do likewise and the cost 
will be enormous, ‘ 

Government gets ity revenues from the 
pockets of all of us, and that is no bot 
tomless well, 

Whether it is revenue sharing money 
from the federal government (which that 
government has borrowed) or township 
road and bridge tax money, we taxpayers 
are responsible for paying or repaying it. 

We do not expect legislators to forego 
all new spending programs or to confine 
themselves to dealing with those things 
that have no cost. 

But we believe they should be cognizant 
of the tax pressures at all levels of govern- 
ment — not just the state level — and be 
extremely selective in those cost 
increasing bills they approve.

Following are the views of Dr. 
Murray. L. Weidenbaum, 
economist and author who is 
director of the Center for the 
Stady of American Business, 
Washington University, St. 
Leuis: 


Is business in the U.S. 
facing a threat it never faced 
Defore? 


Yes, this country is going 
through a second. managerial 
revolution. 

The first occurred many 
years ago, with the divorce of 
corporate ownership from 
management. That revolution 
involved the rise of professional 
managers, as distinct from 
owners. 

‘This new revolution is far 
more subtle. It involves the shift 
of decision-making from 
managers, who represent the 
shareholders, to a cadre of 
government officials, govern- 
ment inspectors and govern- 
ment regulators. 

TWereasingly, the power to 
make business decisions is 
being taken away from 
management and assumed by 
government. 

The prodlem is that these 
government officials and 
government agencies are rot 
responsive to the pressures of 
profit and loss. 

‘Though their decisions affect 
management, they have no 
management responsibility 

Ta what areas do their 
decisions affect 
management? 

How you hire people, what 
products you make, how you go 
about making them, personnel 
practices, production methods, 
marketing, financing. 

‘There isn’t much, in terms of 
company decision-making, that 
isn’t. closely controlled or in- 
fluenced by one or more federal 
agencies. 

And sometimes the control of 
one agency conflicts with the 
control of another. 

Since the 1960s, there has 
deen a massive expansion, not 
only in the number of laws, but 
in the areas of Business under 
government's thumb. 

Some of this is costly, not only 
to business, but to the public as 
well 

‘The increase in the cost of 
producing consumer goods is 
the ultimate burden imposed by 
government regulation of 
business. 

So this is part of the 
revolution you mentioned 
What are some of the other 
vidal Business areas it af- 
fects? 

Te is Most apparent, perhaps, 
iw industries like tran. 
spartation, where literally you 
can't go into business until 
government gives its approval 
You can't even get. started, 
unless government gives you 
the go-ahead 

That applies to com 
munications—radio, television, 
cable TV. microwave tran- 
smission—as well as trucking, 
for example. 

But it goes beyond that, 
doesn't it? 

Wes. Obviously, you can't 
build a factory if it violates the 
standards of the Environmental 
Protection Agency. 

You have to make sure, of 
course, that in cleaning up air 
pollution you don't generate 
water pollution 

That's an example of a 
growing problem. There is such 
a proliferation of government 
regulations that, in trying to 
obey one, you run afoul of 
another. 

For example, to desulfurize 
eoal—and reduce air pollution— 
requires a combination with 
lime. But when you do that, you 
generate large quantities of 
solid waste, calcium sulfate. 

And disposing of calcium 
sulfate creates Water pollution 
problems. 

Let me give another example. 

Federal food , standards 
require meat-packing plants to 
be kept clean and sanitary, 
Surfaces that are easiest to 
clean are usually tile or 
stainless steel. 

But tile and stainless steel are 
highly reflective of noise and 
don’t always meet Occupational 
Safety and Health 
Administration standards. 

More is involved than the 
environment and health, isn't

Let's take the personnel 
department. H's quite clear that 
before you can hire anyone, you 
have to make sure you follow 
the rules of the Equal 
Employment Opportunity 
Commission. 

Certainly, once people are 
hired, you have to meet the 
requirements of the wage and 
hour law.

OSHA once said women 
need special lounge facilities as 
part of their restrooms. 

But EEOC says, well, if you 
provide lounges for women, you 
have to provide them for men

Regulation, like justice, must 
be blind. 

What if you clear hurdles 

like these? 

You are not out of the weods 
yet, ‘ 

Along comes the Consumer 
Product Safety Commission. It 
has the power to ban your 
product in the marketplace. In 
the commission's eyes, youlare 
guilty until proven innocent. 

That is a clear example of the 
shift of power, 

‘The commission puts out alist 
of banned ts. 

But it warns that, even if you 
aren't on the list, you should 
consider your products banned 
unless you can prove they nieet 
the commission's standards, 

‘That's what T mean by guilty 
until: proven innocent, They 
have shifted the whole burden of 
proof on you. 

When you look at the power of 
the Consumer Product Safety 
Commission, it is really soary. 

The commission has the 
ability, and has used it an oc 
casion, to drive a company; out 
of business—through the 
commission's own mistakes 

The commission put the 
Marlin Toy Co., a small firm in 
Wisconsin, out of the toy 
business by inadvertently 
putting its products on) the 
banned list. 

Later, the _ commission 
recognized its error, but it was 
too late. 

As it turns out, this company 
was an employer of han- 
dicapped people in the little 
town where it is located. So we 
are talking about a socially 
responsible business. 

By forcing it to lay off jem- 
ployes, the commission not only 
added to unemployment, ‘but 
hurt a group of people who find 
wt especially hard to get jobs- 
the handicapped 

Toad it rare for Washington 
to pat a company out of 
dusiness and peaple out of 
work? 

Not at all. 

For example, about (350 
foundries in this country Nave 
closed in The past thoee: years 
Decause they couldn't “meet 
EPA or OSHA requirements. 
Basically, these were smaller 
foundries. 

As a 
foundries 
capacity: 

They've so busy that they 
can't take on a lot of military 
work, including castings for our 
big M-60 tank. 

Now, we have a shortage of 
tank castings. It is so serious 
that the army has. been in- 
vestigating tank = casting 
facilities in Britain and West 
Germany. 

Meanwhile, of — course, 
unemployment here continues 
to rise. 

I wonder how much thought 
EPA or OSHA gave to the 
unemployment problem or to 
national defense. 

Doesn't this run counter to 
creating full employment, a 
top national priority? 

Precisely. The old breed of 
regulatory agencies, like the 
Interstate Commerce Com- 

ission, have been criticized 
far excessive concern with the 
health of industries they 
regulate. 

No one has ever accused 
newer agencies like EPA or 
OSHA of that. All they're 
concerned about ‘is their 
programs. 

Somehow, we've got to get 
that broader idea of the total 
national interest across to 
OSHA, EPA and the rest of the 
federal regulators Congress has 
created. 

How many federal regula- 
tors get into the act? 

Tt varies industry by industry. 

We now have what I call a 
matrix form of regulation. 
Some agencies specialize by 
industry. 

Tm other words, the Civil 
Aeronautics Board regulates 
the airline industry. 

‘The Federal Communications 
Commission regulates all 
as} of radio and television, 
ICC regulates railroads. 

Then we have a new kind of

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Over-regulation ‘protects’ consumers 
ainst new products and lower costs 


wey see's Americans 
aware t's happening? 

The change isn’t visible or 
dramatic enough, except to the 
businessman under the gun. 

However, some symbols of 
the: shift of power to govern- 
ment should be apparent to the 
man in the street. 

For example, the consumer is 
paying for the new managerial 
revolution in a number of ways. 
One is his tax bill, It casts him 
$4 billion a year to support all 
the federal regulatory agencies 
that ride herd on business. 

But that's only the tip of the 
iceberg. The real cost to the 
consumer is indirect, but much 
larger. 

We are now deeply concerned 
about our economy's lack of 
increase in productivity. 

Tt is crystal-clear to me that 
much of our potential growth in 
productivity is eaten up by the 
proliferation of government 
controls. 

Government regulation 
imposes a lot of burdens on 
business, like mountains of 
paperwork, that decrease 
productivity: 

But U guess what worries me 
most is what happens to an 
industry when it really becomes: 
controlled by government, as 
some are 

Look at the cost overruns, for 
instance, in so many Defense 
Department projects. Also, look 
at the time delays. 

To me, there is a close 
relationship between them and 
the very close, day-to-day 
government regulation of the 
defense industry—the most 
closely regulated industry in 
our society. 

More closely regulated than 
utilities? 

Oh, yes. We think of utilities 
as our most tightly regulated 
industry. But they aren't 
regulated anything like the 
defense industry. 

Look at the regulations issued 
by state utility commissions, 
and you are talking about a 
pamphlet 

Look at the regulations given 
the defense contractor by the 
federal government and you are 
talking, literally, — about 
volumes. 

Government. bureaus aren't 
set up to minimize cost, They 
have a different outlook on life. 

Different in what way? 

A smart bureaucrat knows: 
how to say no. 

T spent a lot of time in the 
federal government during the 
course of my career, and TRnow 
that the safest thing to say is 80. 
That way, you won't get into 
trouble, . 

Don't stick your neck out 

Well, that runs counter to 
what happens in private in: 
dustry, where you are sticking, 
your neck out all the time, 

When you bring out a new 
product, you stick your neck 
out, When you introduce a new 
production process, you stick 
your neck out 


But that's the way the s 
works. 

What all this so-called 
government protection does is 
protect the consumer against 
new products, new processes, 
and lower costs. 

The result could 
economic stagnation. 

Why don’t consumers and 
business resist more? 

Business may be part of the 
problem. Many companies 
learn to live in a government- 

lated environment and feel 
comfortable. 

But if you expect the 
government’ to. bail you out 
when you have losses, you're 
not going to have the freedom to 
earn the profits, 

You méan government 
makes the decisions® 

More and more every day— 
and not always wisely, 

Look at the automodite in 
dustry and catalytic converters, 

Big Brother, or Big Mother, 
however you prefer to think of 
Washington, got the auto in 
dustry to put in the converters, 

Now Big Mother finds that she 
may have been hasty, The 
catalytic converters may cause 
worse pollution than they 
eliminate. 

But the point is that. the 
decision was shifted from 
business -to government. The 
irony of it! . 

Think of the outery if Detroit, 
‘on its own, had gone ahead and 
imstalled catalytic converters 
without a full environmental 
impact statement, 

‘Well, the agency in charge of 
these environmental impact 
statements, BPA, 
went ahéad on converters 
without checking the full impact 

vironment.

Yes, in a way, Last fall, it 
bought 80,000 toy-safety buttons: 
to be worn on the lapel. 

The idea was to encourage 
people to be safety-minded 
about toys: 

Well, it turned out that they 
used lead paint on the buttons. 
There was a danger of lead 
poisoning ik! were ticked by 
children. So commission

Isn't that a drop in the 


and isn’t concerned with what's 
happening to the company, an 
industry, or even to society as & 
whole. 

BPA and the fire ants offer a 

case history, 

EPA has told the Agriculture 
Department it is imposing 
severe restrictions on the use of 
pesticides to kill fire ants. 

‘The department had a major 
program under way to get rid of 
them, Now the department says 
EPA's ruling makes it im- 
possible to carry out its 
eradication program, 

So the department thinks fire 
ants may spread over a third of 
the United States—as far north 
as Philadelphia, 

Fire ants may not harm the 
environment as much as EPA 
thinks pesticides harm it 

But their bite is not only 
painful but can even cause 
death, 

AN EPA cares about is the 
environment, Apparently, the 
fact that these ants can Rill you 
and me isn’t EPA's problem. 

Tsuggest, facetiously, that the 
Agriculture Department try to 
breed a special strain of fire 
ants that bite only people who 
make such EPA rules, 

But much of the public 
apparently favors these new 
federal agencies. 

‘Of course. 

If you were told only of the 
benefits of government 
regutation—and not its costs— 
wouldn't it sound great? 

That's a proverbial free 
lunch, something that will help 
YOU and won't cost you a dime. 

But there aren't any things te 
Rife that will benefit you with no 
east 

And that’s true of government 
regulation, as well as anything 
else. 

De you think public opinion 
WUE change? 

T think so Tam an optimist, 
But a patient optimist. 

To me, Congress's decision to 
reverse the federal regulators 
on the interlock, seat-delt 
system this year was) en- 
couraging, It's an example of 
what ean happen when the 
public gets aroused. 

It became obvious to 
Americans that they were 
paying through the nose for a 
complicated system they didn’t 
want. It was extravagant 
nonsense. 

Congress got the picture 
pretty fast. It threw the in- 
terlock out the window. 

But only, of course, after the 
auto industry had spent millions 
to perfect and install it. 

Any straws in the wind 
there? 

Yes, 1 think so. Congress 
almost outlawed air bags at the 
same time. 

[think Bis is a message those 
who are-so much in favor of 
regulation should take to heart. 

When the pendulum swings, it 
swings with a vengeance, 

You can get a reaction 
against all this regulatory 
cost—and waste—that will 
involve a wholesale liquidation 
‘of these police agencies. 

If so, you'll see the end of the 
good, as well as the bad. 

So not all regulation is bad? 

No, Unless you are an 
anarchist you must believe that 
government should set the rules 
for society, 

The question is what kind of 
rules and how many. 

Economics has an answer for 
that. It says, carry regulation to 
the point where the added 
benefits barely exceed the 
added costs. That's where you 


Stop. 

Overreguiation is where the 
added costs exceed the added 
benefits, 

‘Can you give an example of 

a useful rete for a government 


Take OSHA. It has a basic 


role in investigating lethal 
dasards. That's way Congress 
set it up. 
But it should a. ae be 
Geciding questions these: 
How big is a hole? 
What color to paint a door? 
What is a 


‘What's the right way te 
promote job safety in your 


Ta shift the whale emphasis 


to reducing accident rates and 
health hazards. 
‘The adjective is safer working 


conditions. 

Establish some goals, 
some incentives, then the 
companies—individually or 
t n 5 me 


those goals. 

‘There's no one royal road to 
safety. 

Some com; may find , 
that it is most effective to 
redesign their equipment, 
others that a training program 
is best for ther, Still others, 
more work on supervision, 

Get away from the emphasis 
on detailed federal: rules and 
regulations, rN 

For one thing, from the data 
T've seen, there's no indication 
that these government 
regulators have cut accident 
rates in industry, 

‘So, even if you follow them to 
the letter, that doesn’t mean the 
place is safer. It just means you 
won't get in trouble. 

That's the bureaucratic 
mentality, 

We have to realize there are 
more effective ways to using the 
private sector te achieve 
national objectives, 

Are more regulations 
inevitable? 

Tm the short run, Tam afraid 
we are it for More, 

Thave looked at the proposed 
rew legislation in Congr 
and I'm afraid that, for the next 
year, business must brace itself 
for another round of federal 
straitjackets, 

In fact, at least 23 
congressmen in the House 
literally believe you should 
have to get Washington's 
permission to go out of business, 

They introduced H.R, 76 last 
January, it would require a two- 
year prenotification to the 
Secretary of Labor to clase or 
move a business—if that would 
result in 15 per cent of the 
employes losing their jobs. 

What can businessmen do if 
they don't like this trend? 

Support something like the 
bill of Sen. J, Glenn Beall Jr, of 
Maryland. 

Tt would require each new 
law, including those that 
regulate Business, to carry a 
price tag, 

That would alert us to the 
oost—as well as the promised 
benefits—of each regulatory 
proposal pat before Congress. 

That's  progress—a “east: 
benefit analysis, 

ie we could limit new 
reaulations only to those whose 
benefit to society exceeds the 
cast, there'd be a lot fewer of 
thom 

‘Tren we must see that the 
same yardstick is applied to 
existing regulations and 
regulatary agencies, 

Anything else? 

Take a leaf from the en: 
vironmentatists, They pushed 
through a rule that before you 
do anything, anywhere, you 
must determine what impact 
this will have on: the en: 
vironment. 

1 would like to turn that 
around, 

Td like to see legislation 
which says that, before EPA or 
any other regulatory body does 
anything, it must file a 
statement describing what this 
will do to the economy—an 
economic impact statement. 

Can business look for allies 
elsewhere? 

Well, the thing that amazes 
me is that liberals, who attack 
the government when it  in- 
fringes on civil liberties of in- 
dividuals, couldn't care less 
when it does the same thing to 
businessmen, 

You know of the outery over 
no-knock searches for nar 


come into your plant without 
warning anytime they please. 

Liberals should wake up tc 
the fact that there isn’t a sharp 
cleavage between civil liberties 
in the personal sphere and civi 
liberties in the business sphere.
